New Delhi, the 28th October, 2004 

C.S.R 708(E) In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 124, read with Sub-section (1) 
ol Section 132 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 196 3 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby approves the Mormugao Port 
T rust Employees (Medical Attendance) Amendment Regulations, 2004 made by the Board of Trustees of Mormugao Port 
Trust as set out in the schedule annexed to this Notification. 

2. The said Regulations shall come into force from the date of publication of this Notification in the Official 

Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 read with Section 124, of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 
1963), the Board of Trustees of the Pori of Mormugao hereby makes the following regulations further to amend Mormugao 
Port Trust Employees’ (Medical Attendance) Regulations, 1969, namely 

(1) (i) These Regulations may be called the Mormugao Port Employees’ (Medical Attendance) (Amendment) 
Regulations, 2004. 

(n) They shall come into force with effect from the date from which the approval of the Central Government 
is published in the Gazette of India. 

(2) Add the following at the beginning of the Regulation as a preamble to Mormugao Port Employees’ (Medical 
Attendance) Regulations, 1969. 

“PREAMBLE”: In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 126 read with Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts 
Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby makes the following regulations, namely :— 

(3) In Regulation 3: 

(i) In clause (c) delete the sub-clauses (ii), (iii) and (viii). 

(ii) Sub-clausc (vii) of clause (c) shall be substituted by the following, namely: "daily rated and casual labour 
employed by the Port when injured on duty, shall be entitled to medical attendance/lreatment to the extent 
that facilities and medicines are available in Trust’s Hospital/Dispensary. Labour, other than employed bv 
the Board, such as those employed by contractors are not entitled to such benefits.” 

(iii) Delete the EXCEPTION, Note I below clause (c). 

(iv) Delete the existing clause 3 (d) and replace with the following: 

"Family means an employee’s wife or husband, as the case may be, and parents, sisters, widowed sisters, 
w idowed daughters, brothers, chi ldren, step-children, divorced/separated daughters and step-mother wholly 
dependent upon the Employee.” 

(v) Delete the existing Note 4 below clause 3(d) and replace with the following : 

“NOTE : A member of tire family is treated as dependent only if his/her income from all sources including 
pension and pension equivalent of DCRG benefit and exclusive of the relief on pension sanctioned after 
December, 1995 is less than Rs. 1500 p.m. The condition of dependency both in the case of husband or the 
wife of the employee has been dispensed with.” 

(vi) Add the following as Sub-clause (1) after Sub-clause (k) (vii). 

(1} "Entitled class” for the purpose of this Regulations means the class as provided under TA Rules in force. 

(4) In Regulation 22 : 

( 1 ) Delete the words “not” and “in any circumstances” appearing in the same regulation. 
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(5) In Regulation 31: 

(i) Delete the "NOTE” appearing below Sub-clause (iii) of the proviso and replace the same with the 
following: 

“NOTE: The cost of medicines sliall be reimbursed in full if otherwise admissible under this regulation. The 
cost of medicines will include the cost of drugs injected and the professional fees for administering the 
injections.” 

(6) In Regulation 46: 

(i) In Clause (1), delete the “NOTE” appearing below Sub-clause (b) and replace the same with the 
following: 

“NOTE : The facility oftravel by air-conditioned accommodation at the Board’s expense is admissible as per 
entitlement for journeys performed for receiving medical attendance and treatment ’ 

(ii) In Clause (ii), delete the Sub-clause (b) and replace the same with the following: 

“(b) For the members of his Family : Actual fare paid for the journey by bus or other public conveyance or 
mileage allowance at the rate of road mileage admissible to the employee, whichever is less”. 

7. In Regulation 48: 

(i) Delete the existing Clause (b) and replace the same with the following: 

(b) For the members of his Family : Actual conveyance charges limited to the mileage allowance at tour 
rates (without daily allowance) admissible to the employee himself under the rules in force.
